WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today granted the railroads 


temporary freight rate increases | 


averaging a little more than 5 
per cent The railroads had asked 
for an 8 per cent temporary in- 
crease, 

The increases authorized today 
will remain in effect until the 
commission rules on the railroads’ 


request for a permanent 13 per 
cent rate boost. 

The increases authorized today, 
the ICC said, will bring total ac- 
cumulated increases in freight 
revenue since June 1946 to about 
$2,900,000,000 a year—an over-all 
increase of 52 per cent. 

In another order, the ICC also 
authorized the Railway Express 
Agency to increase its rates ex- 
cept in the West. 

This will be done by applying 
the higher so-called western scale 
of rates to the nation as a whole. 
It wag estimated that this would 
increase the company’s revenues 
nearly $7,000,000 a year. 

The railroads were authorized 
to put the higher rates into ef- 
fect on five days’ notice to the 
public. This means five days after 
tariffs have been filed with the 

* commission. 

New temporary rate boosts 
amount to 6 per cent within east- 
ern and southern territories and 
between those territories; 5 per 
cent within zone one of western 
trunk-line territory, 4 per cent in 


western territory other than zone- 


one, 5 per cent on inter-territorial 
movement except those between 
eastern and southern territories. 


Eastern.and southern territories, 
where a 6 per cent increase was 
authorized, include the areas east 
of the Mississippi river. The di- 
viding line between eastern and 
southern territory follows the Ohio 
river and extend through southern 
Virginia, 

Zone one of western trunk-line 
territory includes Iowa,.Wisconsifi 
and part of Minnesota. 

Western territory, where a 4 
per cent increase was authorized, 
inclndes the rest of the country. 

The ICC estimated the increases 
will amount to about $425,000,000 
on an annual basis. 

The railroads figured the 8 per 
cent temporary raise they asked 
for would: have amounted to 
$672,500,000. 

The lines urged quick action on 
their plea for higher rates due to 
bigger material and labor costs. 

They said higher costs of mate- 
rials since Nov. 1, 1947, and wage 
increases already in effect or 
granted amounted to $638,000,000 
on an annual basis.

Truman was selected by Time 
as “man of the year” for 1945, 
the year of the atomic bomb.

Last week’s dollar volume of de- 
partment store sales in St. Louis 
was 21 per cent greater than the 
volume for the _ corresponding 
week last year, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis reported 
today. 

The increase was attributed 
largely to the fact that there were 
five shopping days before Christ- 
mas last week, as compared to 
only three shopping days before 
Christmas in the corresponding 
week a year ago.

all seven lines. Chairman Morris 
E. Osburn and Commissioner 
Charles L. Henson, voted against 
denial of rehearings as to Clayton, 
Kirkwood and Creve Coeur.

Osborn and Henson based the ob- 
jection to the change on the 
ground that the streéts proposed 
as routes for the new bus lines 
deviated from the street car 
routes, and were not in all cases 
adequate to the needs of bus traf- 
fic.

In a report issued after a coun- 
try-wide investigation, the com- 
mittee said: “These three compa- 
nies, according to witnesses, do 
over 86 per cent of the cigarette 
business, and they each have lead- 
ing smoking and chewing tobacco 
brands which similarly dominate 
those fields.” 

The committee proposed “that 
the Federal Trade Commission 
should be directed to make a 
study of the feasibility of requir- 
ing important cigarette manufac- 
turers to divest their smoking and 
chewing tobacco business from 
their cigarette business.” 

It also unanimously suggested 
that a percentage tax on ciga- 
rettes, based on selling price, be 
substituted for the present flat 
rate. This, of course, would mean 

tax by value rather than by

SAYS REPORT 


Defense Secretary Asserts Help to Europe 


May Necessitate 


‘Hard Decisions 


by Our People.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal de- 
élared in his annual report that 
this country must help re-arm non- 
Communist Europe even though 
the cost “may necessitate hard de- 
cisions by our people.” 

The United States “is less vul- 
*‘nerable today” than it was when 
the Army, Navy and Air Force 
were unified a year ago last Sep- 
tember, Forrestal said. But this is 
not enough: “We must do all in 
our power to re-create the confi- 
dence and hope of Europe.” 


Forrestal did not say what “hard 


decisions” he had in mind. But 
plainly he meant the possibility of 
higher taxes and more shortages 
at home while more American dol- 
lars and goods are poured into the 
dike being erected against Rus- 
sian Communist aggression. 


High prices, in turn, have 
prompted demands from the C1O 
and other sources for a revival of 
price controls. Some officials 
forecast that President Truman 
may ask the new Congress for 
standby control powers to be used 
only if he deems necessary. 

Forrestal said our security 1s 
directly related to Europe’s self- 
reliance and “we must do every- 
thing in our power to re-create 
the confidence and hope of 
Europe.” 

This, he said, does not mean we 
must start with a “vast” military 
program. But by beginning it in 
“modest proportions,” he said, this 
country can show it {s determined 


to “follow through the actions in- 
volved in the European Recovery 
Program.” 

“This is not, in my opinion, 
squandering our substance,” he 
said , 


In describing the nation as “less 
vulnerable” today than a year ago, 
Forrestal cited a number of rea- 
sons, including these: 

The armed forces have more 
men and more equipment, 

Strategic plans have been pre- 
pared, and directives issued for

Forrestal, while asking that the 
law be strengthened, reaffirmed 
his appraisal of the statute that

He proposed amendment to the 
statute to: 

Create the position of Under 
Secretary of Defense, to act as 
the alter ego of the Secretary 
and serve as Acting Secretary 
in the absence of the depart- 
ment head. 

Give the Secretary of Defense 
power to exercise “direction, au- 
thority and control” over the 
departments and agencies of the 
Nationa] Military Establishment. 

(At present the Secretary has 
power to establish “general pol- 
icies and programs” and to ex- 
ercise “generai direction, author- 
ity and control.” The word “gen- 
eral” would be eliminated). 

Provide for designation of « 
“responsible head” of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and remove 
from membership on that body 

the President's chief of staff. 
Either eliminate the present 
numerical restriction on size of 
the Joint Staff, or increase the 
maximum size above the exist- 
ing limitation of 100, - 

Clarify the Secretary's author. 
ity Over personnel through the 
military establishment. 

Remove the Secretaries of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force from 
membership on the National Se- 
curity Council, leaving the Sec- 
retary of Defense as the only 
representative of the military 
| establishment on that council. 
| These changes, Forrestal holds, 
would remove the necessity for 
changing the titles of the Secre- 
|tary of the Army, Navy and Air 
|Force. It has been proposed that 
this be done, and that they be 
come Under Secretaries or Assist- 
ant Secretaries of National De 
fense in the hope that this would 
reduce inter-service rivalries. 
| The Hoover “task force” com- 
mittee which reported on the na- 
‘tional security organization had 
been expected to recommend 
something of the sort, but in the 
end did not. , 

That committee, headed by 
Ferdinand Eberstadt, recom- 
mended that the Defense Secre- 
tary be the one who would desig- 
mate the “responsible head” of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, but For- 
restal’s report is silent on that 
point. It would be done, of course, 
either by the Defense Secretary, 
or by the President, in his con- 


' 


stitutional role as commander-in- 
| chief. 
| Forrestal’s recommendation that 
ithe Chief of Staff to the Presi- 
| dent be removed as a member of 
| the Joint Chiefs of Staff ig not 
/controversial, as it might sound,

Conflict Among Services. 
| Taking note of the inter-service 
conflicts that have come to public 
attention since the unification 
law was passed in the summer of 
1947, Forrestal said it was not 
strange that professional military 
men should think in terms of the 
service to which they have de- 
voted their adult lives. 

“But unification calls for the 
cultivation of a broader vision,” 
his report goes on. “Differences 
of opinion can be reconciled with- 
out rancor and with an open 
mind. 

“We have had many arguments 
and disagreements because, while 
all agree on the end result, there 
have been profound differences on 
the methods of attaining that re- 
sult. 

“These differences are being re- 
solved. How fast we complete the 
process of resolution will depend 
on the speed with which we 
achieve the harmony of thought 
which is inherent in true unifica- 
tion. I am confident we shall 
reach that accord. 

“I beliéve that the decisions on 
questions of our national security 
will come far better from a group 
reflecting varying experience than

Disclosure of a fantastic “earth 
satellite vehicle program” was 
made in an annual report by Sec- 
retary of Defense Forrestal. 

One unofficial theory is that a 
man-made satellite platform might 
be established about nine-tenths of 
the distance to the moon, beyond 
the earth’s gravity pull. 

Aside from the name of the pro- 
ject and indication that ‘earlier 
separate studies by the Army, 
Navy and Air Force now are com- 
bined under the Central Guided 
Missiles Project, there was no 
other official information in For- 
restal’s report. 

However, it may be presumed the 
program still is in the very early 
stages of theory, mathematical 
calculation and studies of high al- 
titude rockets. 
Some scientists believe that the 
nation which first creates an outer 
space platform for the guidance 
or launching of atomic warhead 
rockets will dominate the earth. 
They say the idea now seems fan- 
tastic but its eventual reality is 
highly probable. 

Forrestal’s Reference. 
Forrestal’s reference to the pro- 
ject said only this: 

“The earth satellite vehicle pro- 
gram, which is being carried out 
independently by each military 
service, was assigned to the com- 
mittee on guided missiles for co- 
ordination. To provide an intex- 
rated program with resultant 
elimination of duplication, the 
committee recommended that cur- 
rent efforts in this field be lim- 
ited to studies and component de- 
signs; well-defined areas of such 
research have been allocated to 
each of the three military depart- 
ments.” 

German wartime scientists 
studied the feasibility of ultra-long 
range rockets designed to stop at 
the perimeter of the earth’s grav- 
ity and then float at a fixed space 
from the earth.

Possible Uses. 

The first such satellite might not 

be manned, but merely equipped 
with automatic instruments. An 
artificial earth satellite, manned 
or unmanned, would have both 
military and non-military use, |, 
Scientists suggest these uses: 
« 1. Military—In long-range rock- 
et firing, the present great diffi- 
culty, aside from extension of the 
present 200 to 300 mile range, is 
accuracy control. 

Radar control beams are de- 
flected by the curvature of the 
earth and would be useless for 
“homing” a rocket into a target 
on another continent. But if an 
electronic transmitter were in- 
stalled on an artificial satellite, 
the rocket could ride the beam to 
a pre-fixed point, then begin its 
descent toward a target on the 
earth, 

From an altitude of more than 
200,000 miles, the direction-con- 
trolling satellite would have the 
whole earth in its “bomb sight.” 
There also is the possibility that 
ways might be found to send men 
and equipment to the satellite, 
there to launch direct rocket at- 
tacks on earth targets. 

2. Non-miliary—a satellite in a 
permanently fixed position could 
be used to overcome present-day 
handicaps of radio and television 
or as a new and easily-located 
“fix” from which navigators could 
work out their positions in planes 
or ships. Radio, television and fra- 
dar waves could be “bounced” 
from the satellite and deflected 
back to spots on the earth per- 
manently or temporarily “blind” 
to reception of such signals. 

Forrestal’s brief disclosure waz 
contained in an assessment of 
progress in the field of more con- 
ventional weapons, including the 
atomic bomb. 

He transmitted a report of the 
Military Establishment’s Research 
and Development Board which 
said: 

“In return for a dollar invest- 
ment in the neighborhood of a 
half billion dollars, the United 
States has, so far as can be deter- 
mined, a fair margin of superiori- 
ty in practically every technical 


area of weapon development.” 


Reserve components of the Air 
Force. This is a matter of great 
| Urgency, and no step could do 
more for the creation of a really 
effective Reserve Air component.” 

Forrestal said the role of the 
Air National Guard “is almost ex- 
clusively confined to national pre- 
paredness” and that “it is incon- 
ceivable that these fighter and 
bombardment units would be used 
to maintain domestic law and 
order” under the peacetime role 
of the National Guard. 

Comment on Ground Units. 
Here is what he had to say 
about the explosive issue of fed- 
eralizing’ the Ground National 
Guard: 

“After months of the most care- 
ful study, and after hearing from 
hundreds of witnesses, the Gray 
board (the group headed, by As- 
sistant Secretary of Army. Gordon 
Gray which made the study) con- 
cluded that the interest of na- 
tional security required that each 
of the services have a_ single 
federal reserve force. After thor- 
oughly reviewing these conclu- 
sions, I, too, am convinced that 
from a strictly military stand- 
point, the nation would profit 
immeasurably by the unification 
under federal auspices of the Na- 
tional Guard and the organized 
Reserve Corps, and the compar- 
able unification of the Air National 

‘Guard and the Air Reserve. 

“I recognize, however, that other 
considerations must be weighed 
in the balance in determining 
whether, from all standpoints, and 
not merely from the point of view 
of military effectiveness, such a 
step is or is not desirable. I ap- 
preciate, also, that any judgment 

. as to the military advantages to 
be gained from such a step must 
take into account not only the 
priori desirability of a single fed- 
eral reserve force affiliated with 
each regular component, but also 
the effect of such transition, 
under. conditions as they now 
exist, on the attitudes and morale 
of the members of the several 
reserve elements and upon the 
cordiality of their relations among 
themselves and with members of 
the regular establishment. 

“In the case of the ground ele- 
ments of the National Guard and 
the Organized Reserve, I believe, 
when all these varied considera- 
tions are introduced, and in spite 
of the compelling military consid- 
erations which support such ac- 
tion, that the matter is sufficient- 
ly doubtful to merit further study. 


Point Out Opposition. 

“While I indorse many of the 
arguments of the Gray board in 
favor of such a step, I recognize 
that many informed and reason- 
able individuals who have looked 
at the same problem have reached 
a diametrically opposite conclu- 
gion. 

“I must also acknowledge that 
the ancient traditional ties of the 
Ground National Guard to the sev- 
era) states and the part which the 
Nationa!

But Chinese Jooked forward to 
Chiang’s promised first-of-the-year 
statement for some inkling of 
what the Generalissimo has on his 
mind, Th big question is will the 
war continue or is there some 
hope of: peace ‘for China’s war- 
weary millions. 

Brushes off Report. 

Shen brushed off a report that 
Vice President Li Tsung-jen had 
joined the Nationalist group now 
advocating peace with the Com- 
munists. 

Said Shen: | 

“T. met Vice President Li this 
morhing. When told of the re- 
port he was much surpriséd, say- 
ing: “I share the same thought 
entertained by President Chiang.’” 

Asked if this was confirmation 
or denial of the report on Li, Shen 
said the Generalissimo’s views—in 
which Chiang emphasized his de- 
termination to fight on against 
the Reds—were well known.

Navy Drafts Bill to Protect 


U. S. Experimenters in 
Cloud Modification. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP) 
—Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
thinks there ought to be a law 
about rain-making—to protect 
rainmakers from lawsuits. His 
annual report says the Navy has 


drafted a bill to “safeguard con- | 


tractors engaged in cloud modifi- 
cation experiments for the Gov- 
ernment from claims of a third 
person arising out of such experi- 
ments,” 

Disputes already have come into 
the courts over the results of arti- 
ficial rain-making with dry ice 
and other materials. Some people 
don’t want rain on their property 
at a particular time; others think 
it unfair to “milk” a raincloud be- 
fore it can reach their farms. 

Forrestal didn’t méntion this 
specifically, but he said that “re- 
search and development in cloud 
modification and  rain-making 
activities is seriously impaired by 
the lack of authorization” to pro- 
tect the experimenters from law- 

uits. 


Welles Showing Improvement. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Sumner Welles was reported by a 
hospital today to be showing con- 
tinued improvement. The 56-year- 
old former .Under Secretary of 
State was found semi-conscious 
early Sunday in a farm field near 
his Oxon Hill (Md.) estate.

BATAVIA, Dec. 30 (AP)—The 
Dutch announced today they have 
seized the last economically im- 
portant area controlled by the 
Indonesian Republic, the Djam- 
bi oil fields in southern Sumatra. 

“On the whole the installations 
were undamaged,” the communi- 
que said, referring indirectly to

Some buildings were destroyed at 
Malang, policemen posted at the 
town’s borders were captured, and 
“tom tom beating by the popula- 
tion added to the confusion of 
the defending Dutch troops,” said 
the broadcast, heard in Batavie. 

Dutch seizure of the oil fields 
marked part of The Ne 
Army’s race to complete its cam- 
paign before the imposition of 
United Nations cease-fire orders. 
The Dutch told the Security Coun- 
cil yesterday these would be effec- 
tive in Java at midnight New 
Year’s eve and in Sumatra two or 
three days later. The Dutch also 
promised to release Indonesian 
President Soekarno and members 
of his cabinet who were captured 
at the start of the current cam- 
paign. 

Today’s Dutch communique re- 
ported the capture of Chief of 
Staff Daanjaja of the republican 
Siliwangi division. It said Daan- 
jaja was responsible for the infil- 
tration of republican guerrillas 
into Dutch areas of western Java, 

The Dutch position ever since 
the “police action” of 1947 has 
been that the Dutch occupy not 
only the areas where their troops 
are in actual physical position, but 
also the areas between their col- 
umns penetrating into the in-

World War II last night became 
the bride of Harry A. Bullis of | 
Minneapolis, chairman of the’ 
board of General Mills, Inc. | 

She is Countess Maria Smor-| 
czewska, formerly of Wilno and | 
Warsaw. She is 54 years old. 
Bullis is 58 and a widower. 

The countess fled to this coun- 
try in January 1947, after obtain- 
ing refuge in the American em- 
bassy in Warsaw. Bullis’s wife 
died early in that year, and the 
countess assumed management of 
his household affairs. That pro- 
vided her with the job needed to 
keep her visa valid and allow 
time in which to seek Government 
permission for her to remain in 
the United States. 

In May 1947, two months after 
she started her work, President 
Truman signed a bill permitting 
her to remain in America. 

Filed From Gestapo. 

In 1940, when the Russians re- 
treated behind the river Bug the 
countess remained on her estate 
and was left in peace as long as 
the German wehrmacht was in 
control of the area. Later, when 
the gestapo took over and started 
investigating her activities, she 
took refuge in a working district 
in Warsaw. 

She made numerous trips to 
other areas carrying supplies for 
the underground. The countess 
was an eyewitness to the 63-day 


Warsaw insurrection, after which 
she was interned at Camp Prusz- 
kow to remain until the American 
embassy returned to Poland. 

After the defeat of Germany, 
Countess Smorczewska became 
companion and interpreter for 
Mrs. Arthur Bliss Lane, wife of 
the former United States AmDas- 
sador to Poland. 

Ex-Envoy at Wedding. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lane, who aided 
the countess in her trip to this 
country, attended the wedding. 
Also in the small group of friends 
and relatives was Mrs; Grazyna 
Prosinka of London, a daughter 
of the countess by her first mar- 
riage. Methodist Bishop Richard 
C. Raines performed the cere- 
mony. 

It was the third marriage for 
the countess. Count Robert Smorc- 
zewska, her second husband, died 
in 1932. She previously was Mar- 
ried to Edward G. Piotrowski, 
with whom she had two children. 
They were divorced. 

Bullis siarted out in a humble 
job with the Chase National Bank 
in New York, served in World 
War I, and then took a mill hand’s 
job with the old Washburn Cros- 
by Co., predecessor to General 
Mills. Through the years he 
worked himself up in the firm 
until, in 1942, he was elected pres- 
ident. He became chairman of the 
company’s board last January.

quest for Hearings, 
Says Measure Can Be 
Passed by April. 


Aldermanic action on the pro- 
posed new zoning ordinance for

12.077 persons were receiving pay- 
ments in the state, of whom 4526 
were in the St. Louis area. 
| Initial claims filed for benefits 
during the week ended Dec. 18 
_ totaled 5777, including 2691 in the

‘week a year ago, claims totaled 
3505, including 1297 in this area.

1. Is the thing to be sold 
property?

Alfred H. Kerth, committee 
chairman, reported about 12,000 of 
the. necessary 26,400 signatures 
were obtained previously through 
the efforts of the county League 
of Women Voters, the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce, the 
County Real Estate Board and 
workers of both major political 
parties. 

He pointed out that persons 
signing the petitions are under no 
obligation to support any charter 
proposal that may be prepared. 
The petitions, he explained, only 
authorize the appointment of a 
non-partisan commission of 14 
freeholders to draw a proposed 
plan for a charter form of county 
government. 

After the required number of 
signatures has been obtained the 
petitiong will be sent to the county 
Election Board for a check of the 
validity of the signatures. If the 
required number has been ob- 
tained, the fact will be certified to 
the County Court, which in turn 
will notify the circuit and probate 
courts. 

Within 60 days, the circuit 
judges and the probate judges 
will appoint the commission to 
draw up the county charter’ gov- 
ernment proposal. The proposed 
plan then will be submitted to the 
voters for approval or rejection 
at a special election. 

The Charter Government Com- 
mittee, which will direct the cam- 
paign for signatures next month, 
was appointed by the County 
Court. It is made up of repre- 
sentatives of following county 
groups: League of Women Voters,

Widespread Damage 
From Earlier Temblor 
— Crack Reported in 
Earth’s Surface. 


RENO, Nev., Dec. 30 (AP)— 
Continuing earth tremors added 
today to the anxiety of residents 


of Reno and nearby towns, shaken 
vigorously by a strong earthquake 
early yesterday. 

There was widespread damage, 
but no injuries in yesterday's 
temblor felt throughout north- 
central California and Nevada. 

Vincent P, Gianella, University 
of Nevada seismologist, warned 
that all indications pointed to 
further quakes, “possibly another 
heavy one.” It was lucky, he said, 
that yesterday’s quake did not 
occur in an area of heavy popula- 
tion and tall buildings. “If it had, 
it certainly wouldn’t have been a 
nice thing to see.” 

Gianella reported that a crack 
in the earth’s surface had been 
found on a ranch one mile north- 
west of Verdi. Verdi, a community 
of 200 about 10 miles west of 
Reno, received the brunt of the 
shock. Investigation of the fissure 
was hampered by snow on the 
ground. First reports here said it 
was from 100 to 150 feet long and 
one or two inches wide.

“There won't be any business of 
any importance transacted as far 
as I. know,” Taft said of tomor- 
row’s session. He said that filing 
of routine reports and requests 
for extensions of time for two 
committees to complete reports 
are the only business. 

Three new Senators will take 
their seats. They are Mundt 
(Rep.), South Dakota, Broughton 
(Dem.), North Carolina, and Long 
(Dem.), Louisiana. All were 
elected in November but have 
been given interim apponitments 
or elections to short terms. 

Knows of No Rivals. 

Taft said he knew of no other 
Republican seeking the policy 
chairmanship. 

His announcement of his candi- 
dacy came as a group of self- 
styled liberal Republicans met at 
a secret session to consider their 
plans. The meeting was arranged 
by Senator Ives of New York and 
others who have been talking’ of 
revising party strategy and lead- 
ership in the new Congress. 


In advance of this gathering, 
Senator Lodge of Massachusetts 
was reported a likely choice of 
this group to oppose Taft for the 
policy chairmanship, Lodge said 
it would be up to the group to 
decide what is to be done. 


Taft said he favored proposals 
to increase the policy committee, 
which determines Republican 
strategy, from 9 to 11 members 
and direct election of the policy 
chairman by all Republican Sena- 
tors. The chairman of the party 
conference now appoints. the 
chairman. 

Several proposals have been 
made to amend G.O.P. caucus 
-rules to give the younger Repub- 
licans a larger voice. 

Fight on Wherry Studied.

The eight-member advisory 
roup is headed by James W. 
arker, president and general 
manager of the Detroit Edison Co. 

Noting that some 60,000 persons 
employed by private firms are now 
engaged in atomic work on com- 
mission contracts, the advisory 
group suggested that solutions to 
technical problems might best 
come “through energetic attack by 
many competing firms and indi- 
viduals rather than by any select 
group.” 

New Developments Cited. 

As to disseminating atomic ef- 
ergy information to industry, the 
advisory officials, who visited the 
various atomic installations, said: 

“We observed for example, in- 
teresting and valuable new metal- 
lurgical techniques, new chemical 
treatments to protect against cor- 
rosion; new plastics, instrumenta- 
tion, and useful technical knowl- 
edge of many kinds. This infor- 
mation, although developed in re- 
search.on atomic energy, is only 
incidentally related to atomic en- 
ergy. It is still largely unknown 
except to those industrial organi- 
zations which actively participated 
in the research through which it 
was discovered.” 

At present the only field of op- 
portunity open to industry gener- 
ally “is in developments associated 
with radioisotopes,” the report 
said.

before the Missouri Public Service Commission 
on Jan. 19 for hearings on its latest fare in- 
crease request—the third in 17 months—and on 
its ratemaking valuation. 

It is a case for closest scrutiny by the com- 
mission, because of the ascending spiral of fares 
and the fact the company has not been valued 
for ratemaking since 1928. 

In July 1947 the commission granted a com- 
pany application for an increase of about 20 per 
cent in the sale price of four types of passes 


used on street cars and busses. Last April a 


company plea for discontinuance of sale of tok- 
ens, four for 35 cents, was granted. 

Both fare increases were granted on a tem- 
porary basis, pending completion of an investi- 
gation ordered by the commission to determine 
the company’s ratemaking base and reasonable- 
ness of its charges. That inquiry is near com- 
pletion and will be a part of the January 
hearings. 

The valuation history of the company and its 
predecessor has had its ups and downs, mostly 
up, The commission in 1927 fixed a tentative 
valuation of $52,024,000. In 1928 the valuation 
of the property, for which the then owners had 
paid $49,100,000, was fixed at $63,500,000. That 
was in the palmy days when reproduction cost 
new, less depreciation, was a factor. The com- 
mission has not fixed a rate base for the com- 
pany since then. 

Since 1945 the commission has been following 
the undepreciated original cost theory in valua- 
tions and presumably will follow that method in 
fixing the new base for the company. This will 
be the first original cost valuation of an urban 
transit system by the Missouri commission. 

An indication ‘of a lower rate base is seen in 
an audit report by commission accountants, as 
part of the general investigation. Original cost 
of the company’s operating property, plus cer- 
tain other valuation elements, was estimated at 
$49,064,583. This is $11,775,768 less than a tenta- 
tive “investment cost” valuation claim of $60,- 
480,351 by the company last March, in the token 
case hearings. The company at that time made 
a reservation that it-:might subsequently claim a 
higher figure, on a reproduction cost basis. 

The question of requiring the company to ac- 
count for-earnings on its depreciation reserve, in 
the same manner as other public utilities, likely 
will arise in the new hearings. 

In the token-casd hearings last March the City 
of St. Louis urged that the Public Service Co. be 
brought under the commission’s order No. 38-A. 
That order requires most of the utilities under 
tommission jurisdiction, but*not transit systems, 
to credit earnings on their depreciation reserves 
at the rate of 3 per cent a year, as deductions 
from operating expenses. This, in effect, in- 
creases the net income available for return. 

Other regulatory questions are involved. The 
steadily upward trend of costs and fares of 
transit systems, not only in St. Louis but. other 
large cities, is a threat to future stability of 
urban mass transportation. The case calls for 
thorough hearing, clear proof and vigorous par- 
ticipation by those who intervene on behalf of 


the public. 
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A Pedometer for Mr. Truman

the President on his early morning holiday 
walks in Independence. Mr. Truman can plow 
a straight furrow and he can also walk a -fast 
mile.

Mr. Truman’s habits of rising betimes and of 
briskly hitting the pavements make it difficult 
for reporters who habitually like to lie abed late 
and contemplate the universe before they start 
the tasks of the day.

He must get up early, as he did 
on the farm, and he must get the exercise which 
keeps his figure trim and his eye bright.

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Illinois gets away to an excellent statt with the 
first of the incoming Governor’s major appoint- 
ments. To take the place of Mark A. Saunders 
of Kewanee, Gov. Green’s Director of the De-

George W. Mitchell of Western Springs. 


The difference between the two men is some- 
thing to note. Mr. Saunders has been little more 
than a patronage politician, who. had plenty of 
time to order the hiring and firing of state em- 
ployes on a party performance basis. Under him 
state purchasing, which the Department of Fi- 
nance supervises, has been so lax that the Cut- 
ler legislative committee, controlled by Republi- 
cans, had no choice but to condemn the waste- 
ful, if not collusive practices. Scandals marked 
Mr. Saunders’ administration of land and build- 
ing purchases for the people of Illinois. 

The new director has had training of another 
sort. A graduate of the University of Wisconsin 
in economics, George Mitchell became, under 
the late Gov. Henry Horner, director of research 
for the Illinois Tax Commission. His research 
work was so outstanding that in 1939 and 1940 
he was made a full-fledged member of the com- 
mission itself. Today he is an officer of the 
Federal Reserve Bank in Chicago and a lecturer 
in economics at Northwestern University. He is 
also a consultant for the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue and a past president of the National 
Tax Association, composed of officials and stu- 
dente of taxation matters. 

In addition to the obvious promise of improve- 
ment which comes in such a choice, there is 
one aspect of the appointment which should be 
particularly welcomed by cities and towns. Mr. 
Mitchell is an expert on the organization and 
financing of local governments. He knows more 
about municipal revenue and spending problems 
than do most Illinois mayors and councilmen. 
The latter will have a friend at Springfield, but 
a friend who knows the score. They undoubted- 
ly will get a fairer hearing on a rightful share 
of state tax funds than they got from the Green 
administration.

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The Report on Ilse Koch 


A committee of Senators recommends that 
Ilse Koch be tried on a new charge. If this is 
impossible it proposes that she be brought to 
justice in German courts “for crimes committed 
against German nationals.” These alternatives 
are recommended as the means for correcting 
the error of Gen. Clay when he reduced Frau 
Koch’s sentence from life imprisonment to four 
years, two of which have already been served. 

There .can be no question about Gen. Clay’s 
error of judgment. Whether or not Frau Koch 
had lampshades made of the tattooed skin of 
concentration camp victims, she was party to 
enough crimes against humanity at Buchenwald 
to justify stern punishment. 

-The solution is a simple one. Secretary of 
the Army Royall has upheld Gen. Clay. Let 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal go over the rec- 
ord, including the hearings of the Senate com- 
mittee. He need only reverse Secretary Royall’s 
approval. It would be a strange thing indeed 
if the Secretary of Defense, supported by Presi- 
dent Truman, as Commander in Chief, could not 
reverse the decision of an officer in the field.

Tuskegee Institute, which compiles statistics 
on lynching, has made its report for 1948. There 
were two lynchings during the year and one 
borderline case, as against one in 1947, six in 
1946, one in 1945 and two in 1944. Seven lynch- 
ings were prevented by good police work and 
thus a total of 19 persons, all Negroes, owe their 
lives to prompt and courageous’action. — 

One of the two persons lynched was William 
H. Turner of Georgia, a white man charged with 
cattle-stealing. Released for lack of evidence, 
hé was seized by a mob led by the owner of 
the stolen cattle, beaten and burned. Unusual 
im the case of lynching, one man received the 
death sentence for the slaying of Turner and 
three were sentenced to prison for life. 

The other person lynched was Robert Mal- 
lard, also of Georgia, whose only offense seems 
to have been a manner which white men found 
offensive and the fact that he was prosperous.

Reducing complex ‘social, economic and 
political prablems to mathematical terms 
has becéme second nature to David Dubin- 
sky, president of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union.

Third are the figures that fill union bal- 
ance sheets bank statements and statisti- 
cal tables. When Mr. Dubinsky became 
head of the ILGWU 16 years ago, it had 
40,000 members and $1,000,000 in debts. To- 
day the membership has grown tenfold 
and the debts have been replaced by cash, 
bonds and welfare funds totaling more than 
$75,000,000. 

The man perched atop this impressive 
pile of figures is a five-foot-five powder- 
keg of explosive energy. He champs in- 
terminably on an urlighted cigar, squirms 
like a schoolboy when he has to remain 
seated more than 10 minutes. In many 
ways, he is like the late Mayor La Guardia. 


At 56 his round face remains youthful 
and. unlined. His brown eyes are clear. 
His thick hair is combed straight back 
from his forehead. The combination is one 
of cherubic artlesgness, a cloak for a mind 
as nimble and full of guile as that of any 
medieval sorcerer.

Mr. Dubinsky’s own philosophy of union- 
ism is founded on two main principles, 
both of which are vital to the healthy de-

The first is that the welfare of workers 
and the welfare of industry are inseparable. 
The second is that unions must earn pub- 
lic respect and support by making them- 
selves an integral part of the general com- 
munity, sharing in both the benefits and 
obligations that go with such a role. 

The induction of President Roosevelt 
and the setting up of NRA gave Mr. Du- 
binsky his big chance. The union was at 
a low ebb. Overnight the picture was 
changed. Taking $10,000 he had amiassed 
to pay off an urgent bank debt, Mr. Du- 
binsky rode the crest of the great tide of 
organization unleased by NRA. In six weeks 
the union enrolled 100,000 new members. 


Lets the Hemlines Go 


The relationship between the ILGWU and 
the manufacturers with whom it deals has 
no counterpart anywhere in American in- 
dustry, with the possible exception of the 
men’s clothing industry, where 400,000 mem- 
bers of the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers and their employers enjoy a somewhat 
similar state. of union-regulated benevo- 
lence. 

The ILGWU is the dominant element in 
the women’s clothing industry. It does not, 
of course, decide whether hemlines will go 
up or down this season. It leaves style to 
the designers, but it rules the industry’s 
economic processes to an extent that would 
be catastrophic if the union did not ap- 
ply its enormous power with wisdom and 
restraint. 


The prime guardian of harmony in the 


' garment industry is the impartial-chair- 


man system of arbitration, which was es- 
tablished as a result of the late Louis D. 
Brandeis’ famous “protocol of peace” in 
1910 and which has now been accepted in 
a dozen other large industries with mil- 
lions of workers. This system provides for 
the appointment by both labor and man- 
agement of a permanent umpire to de- 
cide‘all disputes arising out of enforcment 
of their contract. 


Faithful Performance 


Mr. Dubinsky attributes his union's suc- 
cess in winning improved wages and work- 
ing conditions: for his members without 
strikes to the fact that the union does not 
insist on wringing from the employers con- 
cessions that it feels would operate to the 
detriment of the industry and thus reduce 
over-all opportunities for empoyment and 
further economic gains. 

The other mainstay of the union’s suc- 
cess, in Mr. Dubinsky’s opinion, is that the 
employers have learned that they can rely 
on faithful performance of the union’s com- 
mitments, ora] as well as written 

The records of the ILGWU and its sister 


- union, the Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 


lend support to the theory that one of 
the requisites for lasting labor peace is 
the emergerice of unions that are strong 
enough to be ‘secure and secure enough to 
be responsible.

Between Book Ends 


Fantasy in Italy 


A STAR. CALLED WORMWOOD, by Martha Bacon. 

(Random House, N. Y., 250 pas.. $2.75.) 

Martha Bacon, who ts known to readers 
of modern poetry, has written her first 
novel which turns out to be a puzzler. It 
would be more of a puzzler were it not for 
the blurb on. Miss. Bacon’s statement on 
the dust jacket that “A Star Called Worm- 
wood” is not a political book but a work 
of the imagination. 

Our key is the word “imagination” or its 
synonym “fantasy.” This book is a som- 
ber fantasy. 

No one is happy and Charles Anders 
least of all. ‘ Anders is a young Califor- 
nian who in the year 1935 finds himself 
tutoring the children of an American 
writer in Italy named David Meredith. 
Frances and Louis are Meredith’s oldest 
children. Colin and Grace are twins, aged 
12; and Leonora, aged 4, is the youngest. 

One day, Anders and his charges visit a 
gypsy carnival. They fall asleep in a farm- 
er’s cart during a thunderstorm and 
awaken the next morning to find them- 
selves lost in the hills. of Carra. They 
wander for days, losing each other and get- 
ting no help from the people of the neigh- 
borhood. Eventually they come upon Re- 
nato Spinelli, “a young anti-Fascist,” who is 
fleeing for his life. 

Frances runs off with Spinelli, 
she has known for only a few days. She 
leaves Anders, still 
lost, to find his way 
home with the twins, 
Leonora and Louis, 
who in the mean- 
time has broken his 
ankle. Only by acci- 
dent are Anders and 
the remaining chil- 
dren found. Renato 
and Frances are 
killed trying to es- 
cape the country, 
and their death 
servés to convince 
Louis of the true na- 
ture of Fascism, al- 
though previously he 
had resisted some pretty good evidence 
of its viciousness. 

All the implausibilities in this book would 
be entirely in keeping with its fantasy- 
quality except that Martha Bacon fails to 
win that “willing suspension of disbelief” 
which is essentia] to writing that does not 
partake exclusively of the world readers 
are familiar with. 

So “A Star Called Wormwood” is re- 
warding only in so far as the reader can 
supply symbolic meanings for what seems 
meaningless at face value.

KEY SOUGHT IN RUINS 


Archeologist Tells of Dig- 
ging at Site of Ancient City 
of Cosa in Italy. 


Recent excavations at the site 
of the ancient city of Cosa in west- 


ogists the key to the centuries-old 
mystery of the language of the 
extinct Etruscan race and of the 


pre-Christian era, Dr. Frank E. 
Brown of the School of Classical 
Studies of the American Academy 
in Rome, said here yesterday. 

He spoke at a meeting of the 
Archaeological Institute of Amer- 
ica, which is holding a joint ses- 
sion with the American Philolog- 
ical Association at Hotel Shera- 
ton. 

Cosa was built by the Etrus- 
cans ‘on 35 acres situated 85 miles 
north of Rome about 800 B.C., Dr. 
Brown said. Although the town 
was captured and occupied by the 
Romans in 273 B.C., historians be- 
lieve the Etruscans continued to 
speak and write their native 
language. 

Philologists Baffled. 

Many fragments of Etruscan 
writings -have been found but 
scholars have been unable to 
translate them. Although the 
Etruscans used characters simi- 
lar to those of the Greek alpha- 
bet, words formed by the symbols 
‘have baffled philologists who 
‘sought to decipher them, he said. 
| In Cosa, the first Etruscan city 
‘ever to be explored extensively, 
|'Dr. Brown said he hoped to dis- 
cover objects which bear the 
‘writings of both Romans and 


} 
'Etruscans which would enable 
linguistic experts to read the 
language and to ascertain the ef- 
fect of these early peoples upon 
Roman culture and civilization. 
Such a discovery would rank in 
importance with the unearthing 
of the famed Rosetta Stone in 
1799, which enabled scholars to 
decipher hieroglyphs on Egyptian 
monuments, he , said. Diggings 
will continue each spring for 
about 10 years until the city, 
which is about 10 feet below 
ground level, is examined minute- 


ly. 
Art of Ancient Rome. 

In closing sessions today, John 
N. Hough of the University of 
Colorado discussed art in ancient 
Rome and Samuel L. Mohler, 
Franklin and Marshall College, 
Lancaster, Pa., described the Ro- 
man poet Virgil’s knowledge of 
sailing and weather conditions.

EXCHANGE PROGRAM THEATER SEATS PUT 


FOR GERMAN STUDY 
IN U.S. ANNOUNCED 


AMG Says Goal Is to Trans- 
plant Democratic Tech- 
niques in Reich Soil. 


BERLIN, Dec. 30 (UP)—Amer- 
fcan Military Government head- 
quarters today announced crea- 
tion of an $840,962 exchange pro- 
gram for American and German 
Government officials, public 
workers and students to “trans- 
plant Western democratic tech- 
niques to German soil.” 


An announcement by Dr. Ed- 
ward H. Litchfield, director of 
AMGQ’s civil administration divi- 
sion, said the program was  de- 
signed to “plant the seeds of dem- 
ocratic political action in Ger- 
many which will keep growing 
long after the last occupation sol- 
dier has gone home.” 

Among the experts to be ex- 
changed are Government officials, 
students, public health, public wel- 
fare and personnel workers. 

The program also covers estab- 
lishment of chairs in _ political 
democracy for Germans in Amer- 
ican colleges, distribution of thou- 
gands of books on government and 
civil liberties, and creation of a 
German institute of public affairs 
in Frankfurt to administer the 
program. 

The program will be financed 
for the next six months by the 
$840,962 AMG appropriation. It is 
expected to continue for’ several 
years and longer if private spon- 
sors can be found. Leading Amer- 
ican universities also will be asked 
to give scholarships to German 
students.

His son, Earl O. Fay, who has 
assisted his father for three years, 
has been appointed temporary 
custodian. The elder Fay is 
leaving his position under the 
state’s retirement system making 
retirement compulsory for those 
70 years old and in state service 
15 years.

known for his Lincoln collection.

Decline in Prices. 

The board, summarizing general 
business and financial conditions 
for November and the first half 
of December, noted price develop- 
ments in these words 

“Wholesale prices and consum- 
etfs’ prices declined about 1 per 
cent from mid-October to mid- 
November, reflecting chiefly de 
creases in livestock and foods 

“In the first three weeks of De- 
cember, prices of foods continued 
to decline, various industrial ma- 
terials weakened further, and 
prices of some appliances and tex- 
tile, petroleum and soap products 
were reduced. Additional advances 
were reported in prices of metals.” 

Industrial Production. 

On the production front, the 
board showed small reductions in 
output of automobile, machinery 
and non-ferrous metals industries 
in November, with copper smelt- 
ing curtailed sharply by a labor 
dispute affecting mine output. 

New auto assemblies, however, 
pulled out of a 4 per cent dip in 
November to hit a new postwar 
peak rate in early December, the 
board said. It added that 1948 
output had been about 5,275,000 
cars and trucks, largest annual 
total since 1929. 

Steel production registered a 
further gain in November, aver- 
aging 100.4 per cent of theoretical 
capacity. 

Production of non-durable goods 
slightly in November, 
largely reflecting further reduc- 
tion in output of textile and 
leather products. 

Newsprint consumption in No- 
vember was reduced somewhat 
from the peak rate reached in 
October, Coal production in No- 
vember was maintained at the 
October rate, but it declined about 
5 per cent in the first half of 
December. 

Farm Prices Down. 

Farm prices in mid-December 
averaged the lowest since Febru- 
ary 1947, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment reported. 

The department’s all-commodity 
index dropped three points from 
November to December. The de- 
cline resulted largely from lower 
prices for eggs, meat animals, cot- 
ton, and cotton seed. The decline 
more than offset price increases 
for oranges, rice, turkeys, and 
truck crops. 

The index now stands at 268 per 
cent of the August 1909-July 1914 
base period. This is 13 per cent 
or 39 points below the record high 
of 307, reached in January 1948. 

The parity index, representing 
prices paid by farmers, including 
interest and taxes, remained un- 
changed at 247 per cent of its 
1910-14 average. This is only 1.6 
per cent below the high reached 
in January 1948. Declines in 
rural living costs, mainly lower 
food prices, offset increased prices 
for feed. 

The parity ratio dropped one 
point to 109. This compares prices 
received by farmers for things 
they sell to prices they pay for 
things they buy. The ratio ended 
the year 13 points below the 122 
reported in January and 24 points 
below the record high of 133 in 
October 1946.

FOR MAN IN KILLING 
OF IMBECILE SON 


BOSTON, Dec. 30 (UP) —A 
wealthy Pittsfield lawyer who first 
was sentenced to death and then 
to life imprisonment for the kill- 
ing of his mentally deficient son 
was made eligible for immediate

DEPTH OF MILKY 


WAY DUST CLOUD 
1000 LIGHT YEARS 


~NEW “HAVEN, Conn., 
(AP)—Discovery of the greatest | 


known dust cloud in the universe | 
was reported to the American As- | 


tronomical Society yesterday. 

The cloud is known to astron- 
omers as the Fish and the Platter. 
Anyc.ie can see the fish with 
naked eyes in midsummer by 
looking straight overhead, around 
midnight, sf the constellation 
Northern Cross, also called Cyg- 
nus. 

In this constellation, and right 
in the glow of the milky way, the 
cloud is a dar’. fish-shaped patch. 
The fish is surrounded by a plat- 
ter-shaped rim of light, coming 
from stars t o distant to be seen. 

The discovery reported yester- 
day is the thickness of this cloud. 
There are many in the universe, 
but this is the first to have its 
depth measured. The depth is 
the enormous distance that light 
can travel in a thoucand years. 


The disco. ‘y was reported by 
J..J.. Nassau and D. MacRae of 
the Warner and ‘swasey Observ- 
atory, Cleveland. 

Alongside the fish is a hole in 
the Milky Way. Telescopes look- 
ing into this hole see 1250 stars 
strung out along its depths to 
immense distances from the earth. 
Thesy stars outline the depth of 
the fish lying alongside the hole.

A tentative draft of legislation 


to create a permanent Bi-State 
Development Agency to plan, con- 


} struct and- operate improvements 


Serving the St. Louis-Hast Side 
metropolitan area, was prepared 
yesterday at a conference of Mis- 
souri and Illinois legislators and 
state officials at the Missouri Ath- 
letic Club. 

The legislation,*proposed by the 
interim bi-state commission ap- 
pointed by the "Governors of the 
two states to study the need for 
establishment of a permanent 
agency to direct the development 
of the metropolitan area, is ex- 
pected to be ready for introduc- 
tion about Feb. 1 in the Missouri 
and Illinois Legislatures, which 
convene next month. 

The legislation, ‘under the ten- 
tative draft, will include a “com- 
pact” pledging the co-operation of 
the two states in the orderly 
development of the metropolitan 
district, comprising the City of St. 
Louis, St. Louis, St- Charles and 
Jefferson counties in’ Missouri, and 
Madison, St. Clair and Monroe 
counties in Illinois. 

Proposed Powers of Agency. 

The agency would have the 
power to plan, construct and op- 
erate area-wide 
such as airports, union freight 
terminals, bridges, highways, 
sewerage and” drainage facilities, 
mass transportation, railroads, 
parks and conservation areas, 

It would be self-susiaining and 
not a taxing body, it was said. The 
agency would be supported by in- 
come from services. and facilities 
operated, and would be empow- 
ered to issue revenue bonds for 
necessary construction costs. The 
work would be directed and man- 
aged by an equal number of com- 
missioners from each state, who 
would be appointed by the Gov- 
ernors of the two states and serve 
without pay. 

It was pointed out the purpose 
of the agency is to supplement the 
work of existing governmental 
units in the area by providing co- 
ordinated improvements serving 
the entire area, which could not 
be provided by the units inde- 
pendently.

many points of view about the 
state of Israel. The Arab nations 
feel that they do not want to 
cede this territory to the Jews and, 
while they were quite willing to 
accept the Jews who came there 
and have them consider the area 
as a national home, they now feel 
that this never was meant to be 
a national state. The British, who 
had the mandate over the area 
from the League of Nations and 
finally gave it up because it was 
more than they could well handle, 
do not wish to do anything that 
would create difficulty between 
them and the Arab citizens in va- 
rious parts of the world. 

The Jewish leaders of Israel 
feel that a Jewish state was en- 
visioned from the time of the 
Balfour declaration on Nov. 2, 


1917, and their first negotiations 
and agreements with the Arab 
leaders. The Balfour declaration 
expressed Britain’s blessing on the 
establishment in Palestine of a 
national home for the Jewish 
people. And the Jews regarded 
this as a mandate created to make 
it possible for them to reach a 
point where they could govern 
themselves. That point, they con- 
sider, has been reached, and now 
they feel they are entitled to be 
a nation. 

The Jews are willing to take 
long-suffering refugees from all 
parts of Europe who wish to 
leave the area where they have 
been unhappy, but in order to do 
this they must have sufficient 
land to settle them on, The land 
seems unpromising now, but they 
have discovered that through hard 
work they can develop it an 
make it productive,

THE OLDER SETTLERS in 
Palestine have lived through in- 
credible hardships, but they are 
willing to live through them again 
to help the newer settlers. Their 
chief hope is that life can be 
made easier for the new immi- 
grants more quickly than was 
possible for them in the days 
that are past, 

Young and old in Israel] have an 
extraordinary spirit. And ft is not 
only the spirit thet fights for 
what they feel is essential to the 
life of the nation, but also a spirit 
that works to accomplish the ends 
of a peaceful state. It would seem 
impossible not to achieve miracles 
when you talk to those who are 
daily achieving them, and one can 
only hope that the wisdom of the 
statesmen of the world may bring 
about peaceful settlements in this 
area. 

The money raised in this coun- 
try will alleviate the sufferings of 
many people who have borne more 
than human beings should be 
asked to bear.

A child of 3 years should be in 
bed by 8 p.m, and normally should 
sleep through the night. A nap 
of one-half to one hour is desir- 
able, at least through the fourth 
year, and preferably until school 


age. 

Disturbed sleep in a young child 
may be caused by many things. 
Such things as emotional excite- 
ment, or mental stimulation from 
exciting stories shortly before go- 
ing to bed,: are often causes of 
poor sleep. Fear of being alone at 
night, hunger, over-fatigue, un- 
usual noises, etc. are also im- 
portant factors in disturbed sleep 
in children. 


The child should have a thor- | 


ough physical examination to de- 
termine if she is suffering from 
any obscure illness. Such condi- 
tions as diseases of the heart or 
lungs, which produce shortness of 
breath or cough, often disturb 
sleep.

TO BE more specific, the qualities of the home that turned 
out happy children could be distributed thus: 

Little tension in the home, little discipline in the home, 
little dominance of the father in the home. 

Moderate supervision of children’s activities by both parents. 

Much family affection, much entertaining of friends and 
relatives (both of the children and of the parents), much joint 
attendance of husband and wife at social functions, much 
family counseling and much confidence of children in their 
parents.

HE correspondent who sends 

in this saying quotes a com- 

paratively modern phrasing of 
a proverb which goes back more 
than three centuries. The history 
of the saying’in its various forms 
includes some variations also in 
the philosophy of love of which 
it is the expression. 

In its popular modern form, “ab- 
sence makes the heart grow fond- 
er” appears in print first in a com- 
paratively unknown work, “Isle 
of Beauty,” by T. Haynes Bayly, 
the publication date being 1850. 

However, as early as 1633 it had 
the following form in an histor- 
ical work, a drama called “Henry 
IT” by a now forgotten author 
who signed himself “T, May.” With 
author May the saying had this 
form: “Absence not long enough 
to root out quite all love, increases 
love at second sight.” 

Theze you have it again that 
“absence increases love at second 
sight.” But then comes Fuller’s 
noteworthy contribution with 
somethihg of a change in the es- 
tablished philosophy: “Absence 
sharpens love, presence strength- 
ens it.” 

Since our readers have become 
accustomed to the inclusion of 
dates and sometimes take excep- 
tion when they are left out, it re- 
mains to attach “1732” to Fuller’s 
reminder that in the game of love 
being on the ground also has its 
advantages.
